The appointing Board in the 
Chicago Post-Office is evidently un- 
friendly to deaf applications for 
positions. Three deaf applicants 
who pas.sed the examinations have 
lieeii rejected, one last year and two 
this year. 

The matter was called to ray 
attention through a better from Mr. 
Kred W. Schoueman, of Manito, 
III , one of the rejected applicants, 
and Mr. Frank A. Johnson, of 
Chicago. Mr. John.son has been 
active in his eiTorts to have the 
matter brought to the attention of 
the authorities concerned. 

The case is not ended yet by any 
means. The fight has only just 
begun. We may not be able to 
secure redress for those discriminat- 
ed against, but we must try to 
prevent the recurrence of such dis- 
crimination in the future. If there 
are others who have been discriminat- 
«'d against I want to know of them. 

A case somewhat similar occurred 
at the Bremerton Navy Yard atx>ut 
a year ago. A deaf man was reject- 
ed by the Appointing Board ap- 
parently for no other reason than 
that he was deaf. The matter was 
brought to the attention of the 
Commandant. While the deaf 
man did not sei.ure the ]K>sition be 
sought, he has since been api)ointed 
to another ])osition and now has 
steady employment at the Yard, 

Below is some of the corre.spon- 
dence on the subject :

Sir : — With further reference to 
your communication of July 31, and 
the Commission's reply of August 3, 
191 1, the Commission has the 
honor to state that inquiry was made 
of the Commission's representative at 
Chicago, relative to the complaint of 
Frank A. Johnson that the names of 
two eligibles were dropped from the 
register for the Chicago post office, 
for the reason that they are deaf- 
niutest The District Secretary 
advises that on June 19, 19 11, 
Arthur A. Anderson, a deaf-mute, 
was certified to the postmaster and 
given three considerations, but was 
not .selected for appointment, and 
that on July 19, 191 1, Kred W. 
Schoueman was certified and like- 
wise considered three times without 
selection. It is further stated that 
in no instance has a deaf-mute been 
refused examination at that office, 
and that two cases and that of Frank 
West, who was considered three 
times without selection on January 
29, 1910, are the only cases that 
have Qome to notice since the Presi- 
dent's order regarding deaf-mutes 
went into operation. There are at 
present three deaf-mutes employed 
in the Chicago post office who have 
been in the service for a number of 
years. The {xjstmaster states that 
it would be practically impossible to 
appoint deaf-mutes in the Chicago 
post office at the present time, ina.>»- 
much as all apixiiutments are sent to 
the mailing divfsion where they are 
compelled to learn schemes of dis- 
tribution, and not being able to talk, 
it would be a loss of time trying to 
instruct them and communicate with 
them on pajier. The Commission's 
representative states that in the case 
of Schoneman lie recalls distinctly 
the assistant postmaster consumed 
at lea.st forty-five minutes trying to 
explain to him in detail why he 
could not be apiwinted. 

Under the rules the postmaster is 
required to make .selection for filling 
vacancy from the highest of three 
names apjKraring U})on the appropri- 
ate rcgi.ster, and it is within his dis- 
cretion which one of the three he 
shall Select, and the Commission is 
without authority to question his 
right of choice, unless discrimina- 
tion is shown on account of iK>litics 
or religion. When a name has been 
among the highest three in connec- 
tion with appointments to three 
separate vacancies, it need not be 
further considered. In view of the 
fact that the postmaster appears to 
have complied with the requirements 
of the rules in the case of Messrs. 
Anderson, Schoneman and West, it 
would appear that his action rntmot 
now be questioned.

In a recent number of the 
Journal, Mr. Veditz makes reply 
to my remarks on federation. Na- 
turally, I do not agree with his 
conclusions, and desire now to make 
some further comments. But I do 
not wish, nor will I continue this 
discu.ssion. The N. A. D. seems to 
ifte to be hopelessly split. Every 
day brings new discord. Instead of 
being a helpful organization, earnesh- 
ly striving to unite our people in 
the great and common cause for the 
uplift and l)etterment of our class, 
for the defense and protection of 
our common rights, the Association 
seems to have sunk to the level of a 
breeder of discord, spite and bitter- 
ness of feeling. Under the circum- 
stances of what use for one to make 
a calm appeal to the deaf, of what 
use to earnestly strive to iwint the 
way to a better organization ? Why 
join the Association ? Why remain 
a member. 

I have always insisted that the 
paraniotint issue is the reorganiza- 
tion of the Association. All of the 
evils that have come upon us may 
be traced directly to the present im- 
perfect organization. To restore 
confidence and unite our people that 
we may work together in harmony 
for the common cause, we must 
have a change. Let it l)e federation 
if you will, but a change there 
must be some of sort. I have 
drawn up and presented the Spear 
plan as the proper solution. I drew 
it up with care. I did not seek self- 
advancement. I have no selfish 
motives. My one and only wish 
was to present to our people a work- 
ing plan for reorganization of the 
Association and making it a greater 
and stronger Association. I asked 
for a calm and business-like consi- 
deration of my work. I think I had 
a right to ask for and expect that 
much, and if it were found wanting, 
well and good. I should be content. 
But the hearing was denied me. 
Again I ask, why should one make 
an earnest eflort to help along the 
Association ? Why should one 
join ? Why should one remain a 
member ? Since our efforts receive 
no recognition and since the Associa- 
tion but breeds bitterness of feeling, 
turns brother against brother, what 
inducement is there to stand by the 
organization ? 

I have^aid that all of the troubles 
in the N. A. D may traced be direct- 
ly to the indefinite and imperfect or- 
ganization. I,et me specify a few 
instances in order to make this clear. 

The bitter struggle between the 
local committee of the St. Louis 
convention, and Dr. Smith, then 
president, will be remembered by 
all. The effects of this quarrel after 
all these years, are still felt. Now 
what was the cause? Simply this : 
The duties and responsibilities of the 
local committee were not defined ; no 
rules or regulations were laid down. 
Rev. Mr. Cloud, Chairman of the 
Committee, claimed the right for 
committee to do certain things. 
Dr, Smith, president, denied that 
right. That was the root and sub- 
stance of the whole bitter quarrel. 
How easily it all might have been 
avoided. Now, this is what the 
Sj)ear plan provides on that point. 
Sec. 2 of Article XIII. reads as 
follows : 

Sect. Said tocal cotniniltec slialt have 
full puwer and auiluuitv lo make arrange- 
tneiiti fur tlie em nt of tlie con- 

ventiuii, Rubject i- hIm and regula- 

lioiiR aa may l)e pruvitled by the Bzecu- 
live Commhtee. 

Under this it is plain no such 
misunderstanding as arose at St. 
Lotiis could occur, 

I pass on now to the Colorado 
Springs Convention, and the selec- 
tion of a convention city. To what 
regrettable conditions has the strug- 
gle between Atlanta and Omaha 
brought us ? It might have been 
avoided. This is what the S\^a.x 
plan provides— Section 5 of Article I 
in part reads as follows : — 



such matters— to deal only with a 
few large affairs of general interest 
and leave details of business entirely 
in the hands of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Next, we have the so-called 
moving-picture fund. This matter 
has caused endless trouble and has 
finally resulted in Mr. Regensburg's 
resignation from the Executive 
Committee, or hislieing removed, as 
you like it. This is what the Spear 
plan provides in such matters— Sec- 
tion I of Article VII in part reads as 
follows : — 

Section I. Tlie Rxecutive Committee 
shall have the general management of the 
ftnancial and other affair.s oTthe Associa- 
tion. It shall have power to use any 
available funds of the Association for pur- 
po-ses intended to promote the purposes 
and interests of this Association and its 
members. 

Thus all funds from whatever 
source are in the hands and under 
the conrtol of the Executive Com- 
mittee. Can any one deny the ne- 
cessity of this. To allow individuals 
to collect large sums of money in 
the name of the N. A. D. , and re- 
tain possession of .same, disposing of 
same, is uubtisiness like, and ab- 
solutely wrong in principle. There 
should be no such called "funds. " 
It should be the aim to put money 
in tiie treasury from every source 
possible, and this money should be 
under the control of the Executive 
Committee, sums to be set aside 
and appropriated by .said committee 
from time to time as the best in- 
terests of the Association demands. 
Under this business like arrange- 
ment, a dispute such as has arisen be- 
tween Regensburg and Hanson 
would never occur. Our resources 
would be conserved and our people 
would feel greater confidence that 
our finances were managed for the 
very best interests of all. 

Passing now to the Executive 
Committee what strange things have 
happened. This committee seems 
to be a byword, a reproach. Three 
members have resigned, two have 
voted when it was claimed they 
were in arrears and not entitled to 
vote. It is even maintained by 
some that it is not necessary, under 
the pre.sent organizatiou, for mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee to 
be members of the Association. 
Thus, instead of being the real 
governing body, occupying a po- 
sition of dignity and responsibility, 
this committee becomes the laugh- 
ing stock of our people. Section 3 
of Article I of the Spear plan pro- 
vides:— 

Sec, 3. There shall be an RxecuHve 
Coramitteeof seven members^ to consist of 
the Preaident, the Secretary, the Treasur- 
er, and four other member* to be chosen 
by the Association at the same time as the 
officers, as hereinafter provided. This Ivx- 
ecutive Committee shall have the general 
government manHgement, and control of 
thealTnirs of tli« As.soiialion. Ilie officers of 
the As»t>ciatloii landing 

otlices in the 1 ,f. The 

four directors shall l>e chosen t»r a term of 
four years each, provide«l, however, that 
at the election next aucceedini^ the adop- 
tion of these articles, two of said directors 
shall be chosen for the .short tenii of two 
years and two for a full term of four years. 
Thereafter two directors shall be chosen at 
each biennial convention for the full term 
of four years each. 

Thus the members of the Commit- 
tee are choseti by the Association 
itelf in convention. They are given 
ix>wer and raised to an honorable 
ix>sitian of responsibility. And Sec- 
tion 7 of Article II of the S])ear plan 
reads as follow: —

Is it right that the president 
should have power to remove, at his 
pleasure, a nieuiber of the Executive 
Committee— 'B committee charged 
with the grave respousibilites of 
managing the affak» of the Asso- 



ciation ? Will not such action on 
the part of the president make far 
greater discord ? And if such re- 
moval is done by the committee, 
acting as a body, will it not inspire 
the confidence of our people and 
conduce to greater efficiency ? 

Lastly, I refer to the designation 
of an official paper. The Colorado 
Convention designated the Journal. 
It was a stupid and silly thing to do. 
It was a piece of detail business that 
should have been left to the Ex- 
ecutive Committe. It has been the 
cause of disagreement and dispute. 
Why ? All because not the slightest 
restrictions or requiiements were 
laid upon the Journal. The Con- 
vention did not even have the sense 
to designate the maximum amount 
of space the Journal should give to 
N. A, D. business. The Spear plan 
places this detail of business in the 
hands of the Executive Committee, 
where it should be, and it is assum- 
ed the Committee will show business 
sen.se in requiring the best possible 
conditions for the Association. On 
the matter of an official organ. 
Section 4 or Article V. of the Spear 
plan reads in part as follows: — 

Provided, further, that until such time 
as the Executive Committee establishes an 
Association paper it shall designate one of 
the existing papers for the deaf as the of- 
ficial paper of the Aaaociation, which paper 
shall be tumiabed memtiert f rte of charge. 

I have now pointed out some of 
the causes for disagreement in the 
ranks of the N. A. D. In doing so 
I deny all intention to cast blame on 
anyone. I blame no one. I criticise 
no one. I seek merely lo state con- 
ditions as they exist and to point out 
provisions in the Spear plan that I 
hold would remedy these evils and 
present further misunderstanding 
and bitter criticism. I have only 
one wish — to be helpful I will no w 
pass on to a brief and more specific 
consideration of Mr. Veditz's article. 

Mr. Veditz lays stress upon the 
fact that the Spear plan requires 
$1.50 annual dues, insists there is 
no provision for financing the as- 
sociation, that the deaf will not pay 
$1.50 a year, but professes his 
willingness to accept the Spear plan 
if 1 will bring him the proof of its 
practicability. The proof he asks 
is that I shall, unaided and alone, 
and in the present deplorable con- 
dition of the N. A. D. bring in 5000 
new members with dues paid in ad- 
vance for three years. That wduld 
ainoitnt to neat little sum. It would 
seem the test he requires is beyond 
all reason. If we apply the same 
test to the federation plan would it 
succeed ? Can Mr. Veditz unaided 
and alone induce all of the State As- 
sociations to accept federation and 
appropriate the per capita dues for 
three years in advance, I am afraid 
he cannot. I understand the Em- 
pire State Association, for instance, 
has passed resolutions endorsing 
federation. Did they back it up 
with an appropriation of per capita 
dues for three years in advance? 
I am afraid they did not. Will Mr. 
Hodgson please tell us ? And when 
they come to the real point of mak- 
ing this appropriation, maybe fe- 
deration won't look so good to them 
and there may be some good hearty 
kicking. Again, will Mr. Hodgson 
please tell us ? 

I have never maint:iined that the 
Si^iear plan could be put in operation 
by onb man. I have always op- 
jxised the owK man theory. The 
.S]>oar plan aims at unity of action 
by all. It is a plan for the people 
not for ONK man. It aims to give 
the machinery to enable us all to 
work in harmony, each one doing 
his part to build up a whole. The 
$1.50 feature is not one of the essen- 
tials. The sum may be $1.00 and 
still the plan will not be injured in 
the least. Payment in advance for 
three years is not required. And 
for this $t.oo if that suits you lietter 
the member receives the official pa- 
per frbb. Is not that some induce- 
ment ? And say seventy-five cents 
of the amount goes to the publisher 
of the paper and twenty-five cents to 
the tre.i8ury of the N. A. D. Re- 
iuend)ering then that the Spear plan 
provides for a small army of field 
workers, in the shape of tlie Advi- 
sory Comiuittee, I see no valid 
reasons why the meinliership should 
not be built up slowly hut surely and 
l>ermanently. Remember again, 
there is nothing in the Sjiear plan 
that prohibits an ' 'endowment fund," 
such as Mr, Veditz would depend 
u|K>n to finance the Association, 

Finally, I wish to say as regards 



federation— our people do not seem 
to realize that the N. A. D. is incor- 
porated and that consequently its 
affairs must be conducted in a busi- 
ness-like and proj^r manner. There 
can be no federaton, if federation it 
is to be, until the matter is taken up 
properly. 

Those associations that have 
passed resolutions endorsing federa- 
tion may think they have taken a 
step towards the goal. They have 
not. The federation scheme must 
be worked out in all its details, 
restrictions and requirements as to 
assessments, voting and all regula- 
tions, set down in writing. It must 
then be presented to the N. A. D. 
in convention for approval. If ap- 
proved, the president must submit it 
in every detail to the State Associa- 
tions for their approval. If they 
approve and comply with all the re- 
quirements, then and then only have 
they taken a real step towards 
federation. Therefore, President 
Hanson can not recognize the re- 
solutions that have been passed 
endorsing federation, in any way or 
shape, officially. This fact might as 
well be recognized by those who 
want federation and then they can 
go about the work in the right way. 
I estimate it will take nine to twelve 
years at the least to bring about 
federation. 

And now, Mr. Editor, I close with 
the statement that I shall .say no 
more on this subject, that unless 
there is a change for the better I 
shall sever all connections with the 
N. A. D. and .send in my resignation 
to Mr. Hanson. As I .said in the 
beginning, there is no inducement 
for one to remain in an association 
that but breeds bad feeling, divides 
our people into factions and fills the 
deaf press with bitter criticisms and 
denunciations. Life is too short to 
spend it in this unprofitable manner.

Am «I>PKAI. TO I'HK HE- 
BREW OKAft\ 

The Hebrew Congregation of the 
Deaf was organized five years ago to 
fiill the want of religious teaching, 
and has the honor of being the first 
of its kind in Judai.sra in this 
country and hoiies to extend its tenets 
over the broad land, but it is com- 
posed of the deaf, who, in a great 
majority, are poor and hard-working 
people. The expense for carrying it 
on had been heavy, and it had been 
found that the Hebrew Deaf alone 
cannot support the Congregation in 
order to maintain a high degree of 
efficiency and usefulness. Several 
prominent Jewish gentlemen of the 
city got interested in our work, and 
have recognized its great merits, 
among which were the placing of the 
unemployed, the care of the sick, 
and this, regardless of creed or color, 
and above all, the engagement of a 
regular, minister, who can devote all 
his time to to the spiritual and 
physical wants of the deaf.

All this may sound nice to the 
reader, but imagine even for a 
moment, how much it costs the Con- 
gregation to follow up its admittedly 
good work. 

Therefore, the aforesaid prominent 
gentlemen met and organized in the 
summer of 1910, what is now known 
as the New York Jbwish Com-

purposes are to raise funds for the 
Congregation and its many ramifica- 
tions. 

The Committee has requested us

One of the institutions of Mein- 
pliis full ot life and motion that all 
the citizens have not yul learned of 
is the MiMnphis Deaf- Mutes' Associa- 
tion. This society was organized 
in Octot»er last year, its originators 
being some young aud leading deaf 
mutes of the city, with the idea of 
striving not only to entertain them- 
selves and others, but also to uplift 
the welfare of the dwaf. At llie 
assembly hall being assigned totliis 
association by the Y. M. C. A., the 
meetings are maintaineil on every 
fourth Saturday night, excepting 
July and August, and are meeting 
with phenomenal success. 

PURPOHES. 

The association's objects are to 
unite all deaf white people of good 
moral character ; to band together 
the members for the uplift of the 
welfare of the deaf not only to 
Tennessee, but adjacent territory in 
the state ; to lighten the dull hours 
of the mutes and to bring them in 
more general and frequent inter- 
course ; to give to the public and 
eng.'ige in social and litorary enter- 
tainments for the pleasure and 
profit of the memliers and all those 
attending ; to give moral, material 
and financial aid to the members 
ami others in need, etc. Those are 
the tenets of the association, and 
upon them and tlie members' fide- 
lity to theuj tliey base their claim 
to the world's respect. 

Besides these, tlie aims of the 
association are to promote the wel- 
fare of the deaf l>y bringing the 
citizens into communication for 
acquaintance and menial helpful- 
ness'; to create in thu coiniuiinity a 
deeper interest in its social and re- 
ligious movement and thereby gain 
its co-operation ; to open its portals 
wide and bid out-of city mules enter 
its midst, buy a home, settle down, 
do something and start something 
for the common good of all. Live, 
progressive mutes are wanted, so 
are men who get behind uaufac- 
tories to give employment to those 
needing some work. 

The aHsociation denonnces the 
exeiiiplion of the mutes from poll 
tax liability on the ground of physi- 
cal disability : wishes liiemselves to 
be recognized as citizi^ns on an 
equality with all others; also 
denounces the action, much in 
evidence of late, of imiKistors who 
walk the streets of the cities and 
work on the sympathies of kind 
people, liecaiise all have not yet 
learned tlial the mutes are revily a 
self-supporting body of citizens, 
and the real deaf rarely go around 
soliciting charity, and it is a shame 
for those impostors to do so and 
bring reproach on all the mutes. 

SOUROB8 OF RBVRNUE 

With full realization that this ns- 
sf>eiatioii would be lieavily obligated 
in a financial way, the trustees have 
established three distinct lines of 
revenue: Voluntary subscriptions, 
through which honorable member- 
ship in the ass<x;iate is obtainable ; 
the monthly collection, whereby the 
memlx;rs pay their initatiou fees 
and dues, and those who feel deter- 
red from public gift by the small- 
ness of their contribution can do 
their share, and the proceeds of dif- 
ferent enlortalnments to l>e given to 
the public. Charily plays, liotli 
tragedy and comedy, are being 
arranged to be given to the piilHic 
at a hiter date this year by several 
of the members, with the hope that 
when the people of Mehiphls under- 
stood the valueof an instiliitiun of 
this character they would oonlri- 
bute generously to its support. 

The mutes also conduct Sunday- 
school and [trayer meetings, already 
wielding an appreciable influence 
for civic bett>erment, and with their 
present prospects for large gro'^th, 
aie destined f,o become each one of 
the most powerful organ iz/il ions of 
like character to be found in the 
city. Meetings of these organiza- 
tions are heldevery Sunday morning 
and Wednesday night respectively, 
the mutes who espouse any denomi- 
nation attending, A room is 
aNHlgned through the kindnenn of 
the Central Baptist Church, located 
in the hw/irt of llin liiiHine.Hs district.

Oct. 7, 'II— The Annual Meeting 
of the Board of Managers of the 
Home for the Aged and Infirm 
Deaf, was held on the evening of 
Sept. 29th. Only resident managers 
were present Mr. Filler, who had 
never missed a meeting since his 
appointment was prevented from 
lieing present liy illness. General 
Ziegler was also absent for the same 
reason. The Annnal meetings are 
devoted to receiving and accepting 
reports of the Secretary and Trea- 
surer of the Board, the Superin- 
tendent of the Home, and planning 
or suggesting ways and means for 
the more efficiently carrying out 
(he objects of the institution. Mr. 
Chapman, the Superintendent in 
his report briefly, outlined the 
year's iloings. The geneial health 
of the people was good, only one 
death during the year, and that 
terinmate|Ll after a three days' ill- 
neso. There was one re-admission 
an<l the average daily attendance 
was thirty. The crops for the year 
were good for the most part. A 
great deal of fruit was canned for 
winter use, as were also vegetables, 
and the Superintendent handed over 
to the treasurer of the boaid from 
sales of produce at the Hotaie, 
$493 85. 

The following is a summary of 
tlie treasurers report. Total ba- 
lances of all t'ur.ds, Sept. 1st, 1910, 
$9,C0fi 88. Receipts durinir the 
year, $6,506.63. Total for the 
year, $15,111.61. Total expendi- 
tures during the 
Balance on hand, 
1911, $11,743.03. 

The current expenses for the year 
were $2,906.94. 

In these are included the salaries 
of the Superintendent and matron 
and hiied help, the latter amounting 
to $257 94. The reason for the low 
exitenditure in the current expense 
fund, is the fact that the farm is 
drawn upon for many of the provi 
sions used. 

The secretaiy in his report speaks 
of the urgent neeil of enlargement 
of the main building sewage dis- 
posal, and asks the Alumni to help 
make the improvements by going to 
woik and help raise funds for the 
oliject. Thanks are given Ui all 
who have aided the charity by 
money and otherwise. 

In an informal talk by the mem- 
bers of the Board a suggestion was 
made that a "campaign for funds" 
be started soon, and Superintendent 
Jones showed his willingness to 
marshal it.

Federation of State Associations 
already is gaining a foothold with 
Michigan at the head, for Michigan 
was the firat State to unanimously 
adopt it— thanks lo the splendid 
backing Dr. Thomas F. Fox gave 
us. For several months we advot^af- 
ed for the solid upholding of Feder 
ation in the Michigan Mirror. 
Many of the Michigan Association 
members made light of our persis- 
tent efforts, but when Dr. Fox step- 
ped forward and outlined to them 
the gieat importance that lies back 
of Federation, he as goo«l as car- 
ried our fight to a complete victory, 
so again we beg leave to say we 
sincerely thank yon. Dr. Fox. 

In the issue of the Journal of 
September 7th, Mr. Regensburg has 
an article under the caption "A 
Few Suggestions," in which we find 
one wherein he calls for the opinion 
of others on it. If our opinion is 
woith considering at all, Mr. Re- 
gensburg can take notes of it.

The differenoe between the deaf 
in the future, will not be as great 
as it has lieon in the past, for the 
reason that e^lucation hfis a tenden- 
cy to equalize. The greatest gulf 
lies between the educated and the 
uneducated. The matter of em- 
ployment is I ot considered any 
more with regard to one's social 
standing in a Cf)mmunity, so long as 
it is an honorable calling, ))uf edu- 
cation, refinement and character, 
are conshlered the best remedy, 
therefore for all sr>cial ills is ednca- 
tion. Every school for the deaf 
owes the duty to its pupil to give 
him the tiest oducatlou that oppor- 
tunity affords. 

No one knows what the '• first 
language" was. Language, in the 
sense of lieing a thorough-going 
medium of conveying thouglit and 
ideH.H, is proliably a late achievement 
of the human race. Man was prac- 
tically <liimli for a much longer time 
than he has been vocal in the sense 
of having a real language. He 
made signs liefore he had words, 
and for a long time the "words" 
were like '* angels' visits." few and 
far between It was only aft,««rloni.' 
ages that a real languiige whh reacli 
ed, say like that of the Greek in the 
age of Pericles, the Latin in the time 
of C8B><ar, or the Hebrew tn the 
days of King .Solomon. LaiiKUiige 
is a growth — a slow growth t:)0— and 
is never made to order or picked up 
l)y the way.

She 
learoMl to use the stump and then 
mortification set in and that arm 
also was amputated to the so<!ket. 

She has now one leg and no arms. 

Six years ago she lost her voice. 

You say, "Such a creature's life 
cannot possibly be of any use to her 
or anyone else. It would Imj better 
for her to die." 

Please suspend your judgment a 
little. 

" That creature," even since the 
last of her misfortunes — the loss of 
her voice — befell her, has writen a 
book, '*Clou<l and Sunshine." 
This l»ook liaA run through three 
editions in her country. 

And not only that, l)Ut she has 
helped to support herself hy acting 
as se<:relary for a busy drKttx>r.
